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Interview With Our Principal 


The co-editors of the yearbook staff interviewed our principal to find out what had been planned for the 1975- 
76 school year and what things this year made it different from other years. : 


When asked, ''What improvements were made towards the school's program this past year?'' Mr. Preaskorn 
replied that as an outgrowth of Middle States Evaluation last year an assembly committee was set up consisting 


of faculty members and a student representative. The purpose of the committee was to make assemblies more 
relevant to the students. 


New driver's education textbooks were purchased to make the course offered at the school more up-to-date. 
The faculty tried to work closely with the Student Council by putting the treasurer on the finance committee. 


The next question which was asked was, ''What 
Bicentennial related events happened in the 
school?'' Mr. Preaskorn answered that the entire. 
May Day program for this year was based on the 
Bicentennial theme. A Bicentennial scholarship was 
offered this year by the National Association of Sec- 
ondary School Principals. In addition to this they 
endorsed several Bicentennial essays and debates. 


There were also other new events which took place 
this year at Mount Savage High School but were not 
necessarily related to the Bicentennial. A Soccer- 
Rama, in which all the Western Maryland Interscho- 
lastic League teams participated, was held on the 
school's athletic field in November. A Senior Citi- 
zens' lunch program was established for the purpose 
of making the school more community oriented. 


In closing, Mr. Preaskorn stated, ''I feel that the 
students took school more seriously this year; there 
was not as much distrust towards the administration. 
There was more trust in that we were not going to 
make decisions that affected students without them 
having some say. I think that students had more 
pride about their school this year."'
